dents'  own  motivation,  be- 
havior and  imagination  and 
that  it  was  not  the  part  of  the 
school,  outside  of  homework 
assignments,  to  carry  these 
qualities  to  the  youngsters.

Help  Sought  For  CHS  Driveway 


Superintendent  John  Malo- 
ney asked  Selectmen  last  week 
to  help  alleviate  a hazardous 
condition  at  the  end  of  a 
driveway  that  adjoins  the  high 
school  property  with  Pond 
Street 

Several  accidents  have  occur- 
ed  at  the  spot.  Maloney  said. 
Apparently  vehicles  approach- 
ing from  the  opposite  direction 
experience  a blind  spot  at  the 
crest  of  the  hill  which  makes  it 
difficult  for  oncoming  drivers 
to  see  each  other. 

Malones  suggested  lowering 


the  crest  of  the  hill  so  that  the 
direct  line  of  sight  would 
include  a greater  distance  for 
vehicles  approaching  from  the 
opposite  direction.  He  also 
suggested  widening  the  street 
for  a 100  yards  or  so  on  either 
side  of  the  driveway  by  using 
land  on  the  high  school  side  of 

Pond  Street.  A narrow  island 
and  caution  light  could  be 
installed,  he  added,  in  the 
center  of  the  widened  area  to 
help  keep  automobiles  in  their 
proper  lanes.
